Color, “Azalia Pink”; the base 
of the petals is canary yellow. It also has a rich sheen, which helps to 
enhance its beauty. This was the highest scoring dahlia of the medium and 
large types at the East Lansing Trial Gardens last year, and is on all three 
Honor Rolls.

RED GLAMCGUR I. D. (Rocky River)—In color this variety is similar to 
Murphy’s Masterpiece. This is a 12 inch dahlia which rightly merits a place 
on the Honor Roll. Plant $5.00 Net 





TEN BRIEF SUGGESTIONS TO THE AMATEUR 
ON HOW TO GROW BETTER DAHLIAS 


1. Select easily grown varieties and those giving full satisfaction. 

2. Prepare the selected planting spot well and place the supporting stake. 

3. Dig a hole next to the stake, about 10 inches in diameter and 7 to 8 inches deep, and place 
one handful of bonemeal in the hole, or any other recommended fertilizer and mix thoroughly 
with the soil before planting. 

4. Place roots in flat position with the sprout or “eye’’ facing upwards. Cover lightly with 
about 2 inches of soil. In doing this be careful not to damage the sprout. As the plant 
grows, fill around the stem with soil. 

5. Do not plant too early. At times, too early planting spoils good roots. I would suggest 
planting from June Ist on, except in climates where a short growing season is prevalent. 
In that case use your own judgment. 

6. Keep the soil well cultivated throughout the season, and prevent weeds from outgrowing the 
plant. 

7. Water plants during hot weather at least once a) week. Do not merely sprinkle them, but 
soak them. This must be done after sundown. 

8. Tie the plant to the supportive stake with soft cord, at distance of 12 inches apart. This is 
done as an added security against destruction by’ wind and storm. Spray with any reliable 
parasitacide at least once every two weeks. 

9. About August Ist, scatter a handful of bonemeal about 6 inches around the stem and rake 
it gently into the soil. Other fertilizers may be used if desired. Do not use excessive amounts 

. of fertilizer as injury to the roots will result. 

10. About August 15th, the same treatment as above is applied. Disbudding at this time aids 
in the formation of bigger and better flowers and longer stems. This should insure good 


results. If any other information is desirable, I will gladly forward ‘you the same. 
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The Dahlia is the Queen of Autumn.

1947 was one of the worst Dahlia seasons we have had in a long time. The early part oold 
and wet, the middle hot and dry until the middle of September. To top it all an eariy frost 
hit us on September 29.h. But inspite of this the Queen of the Autumn “‘The Dahlia,’ never let us 
down as can be seen from my show record, Westchester County Horticultural and Agricultural 
Association, White Plains, a special prize. A. D. S. New Yoik Show, Gold, Silver and Bronze 
Medal and Flower Grower Special Trophy for my new introduction Gypsy Girl. New York Florist 
Club, a Gold Medal for my seedling named Gay and Silver Medal for my display; and last but not 
least the below chapter and medal speaks for itse/f. 


THE MAX SCHLING MEDAL 


The Max Schling Medal was conceived and designed by the late Max Schling, one of the 
leaders in American horticulture for many ‘years. Mr. Schling was always interested in the 
promotion of horticulture, and was dedicated to encouraging all amateur and_ professional 
horticulturists toward the achievement of improved horticultural specimens and craftsmanship. 

The awarding of this Medal has always been reserved for those who have not on!y produced 
horticultural material of the highest caliber, but who have used ingenuity. perseverance and 
craftsmanship in the production of a fine plant, or in the staging of an exceptional display under 
trying conditions. 

We are ver'y proud that we are the recipients of the Medal for this honor which was un- 
doubtedly due to our ability to bring through a period of severe frost flowers, which in the 
Judges’ opinion were supreme show quality. Many of the flowers that were exhibited were cut 
four days in advance of the Show. Others were protected by individual bagginz and every 
means at our command was used to insure a satisfactory disp’ay the first Saturday in October, 1947. 

The Judges’ Team at the Great Neck Men’s Garden Club Annual Fall Show where this medal 
was awarded numbered in its group some of the highest ranking authorities in Eastern Horticulture, 
a fact that makes us doubly proud of having achieved the award of this Medal.
